Philadelphia, Sept. 25.—While Gen­ 
eral Smedley D. Butler, director of 
public safety, was lying prostrate on 
a sick bed, Mayor Kendrick Wednes­ 
day gave vent to a sudden and vitriolic 
outburst, indicating his intention to 
ask for the resignation of the direc­ 
tor, 
“In the last analysis, I am the 
mayor of Philadelphia, and, by God, 
I’m going to be mayor,” he declared 
with vehemence.

Missouri state penitentiary here, is 
an exception. 
For Harry, although 
serving a term behind the stone walls 
of the state prison, has not only 
achieved 
renown, 
but

chiefly due to radio. 
More than two 
years ago he was sentenced to serve 
three years on a charge of attempted 
robbery. 
He entered prison virtually 
unknown, but today his name is fa­ 
miliar to persons in almost every sec­ 
tion of the country. 
Harry brought a gift of his fingers 
with him. 
He is a pianist of rare 
ability and can play with extraordi­ 
nary skill and technique, several mas­ 
ters have declared.

People began to write asking who 
the “wonderful” pianist was. 
His

CONVERT RESORT 
INTO NEW CHURCH 


‘Community 
Tabernacle” and 
Parsonage Built of Timbers 
From Notorious Gam­ 
bling Resort. 


Durango, 
Colo.— The 
old 
Greek 
saying “out of bad wood good smoke 
sometimes comes” was applied here 
when a “community tabernacle” and 
its parsonage were built out of tim ­ 
bers and m aterials taken from a once 
notorious gam bling resort and dance 
hall and from an erstwhile brewery. 
The tabernacle, built by the Free 
Methodist church, was recently dedi­ 
cated. 
Its altar rail was made out of 
part of the bar 
against 
which 
the 
lumberjacks, 
miners 
compunchors, 
Mexicans and gamblers of 40 years 
ago used to lean. 
The 
bar’s 
foot- 
rail was converted into the hand-rail 
of the steps leading info the church. 
A Bible now yeasts on tho polished 
walnut where th e *lu|am of the early 
days was placed, for the top of the 
bar 
has 
became' the pulpit! 
The 
altar 
was 
constructed 
from 
other 
parts of the bar. 
The church rests on a foundation 
of 
stone, 
heavy 
timbers and iron 
beams 
taken 
from both the dance 
hall and the brewery. 
Tho window 
sills and ledges were made from the 
heavy oak bottoms 
of 
huge 
beer 
vats. 
Site Of Brewery 
The building occupies the site of 
the former brewery. 
It is situated 
at the foot of a bluff and 
is 
over­ 
looked by fa r parsonage of the pre­ 
siding elder of the district. 
The p ar­ 
sonage once was the 
office 
of 
the 
brewery and has been made into a 
modern cottage. 
It 
is planned to 
terrace the bluff and to build wind­ 
ing stairs from the elder’s home to 
the house of worship, using 
as 
a 
hand-rail a coil formerly utilized in 
making beer. 
The two steps that lead to the en­ 
trance of the tabernacle were formed 
of timbers taken from the dance hall. 
One of the boards carries 
a 
bullet 
fired from a “ 45,” evidence of one of 
the many shooting scrapes that en­ 
livened ^he old resort. 
The heavy 
timbers 
comprising 
the 
support­ 
ing columns and the roof beams were 
taken from the dance 
halls. 
Tile 
church seats 700. 
“ I think,” said Rev. F. F. Stew art, 
the presiding elder who conceived the 
idea, “that it was in the nature of an 
act of Providence that we were able 
to convert these places of disrepute 
into a house of worship.”
